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Urusov Talk

Set for 9 am 


The final convocation of the 
1963 SSC Summer Session will be 
held today at 9 a.m. in the Men's 
Gymnasium when the Reverend 
Andrei Ursuov, S.J. Ph.D. will 
speak on the Psychology Rus- 
sian People and Communism 

During World War II, Rever- 
end Urusov entered the Jesuit 
Order and was ordained a priest. 
3orn Russian Orthodox, he kept 
the Byzentine Rite and was as- 
signed to the Russian group of 
the order 

Reverend Urusov was then sent 
to Ireland where he learned Eng- 
lish. From Ireland, he went to 
San Francisco where, in 1955, he 
established a Russian Catholic 
center 

The center helps to take care of 
the Russian refigees and_ their 
various needs. It also serves 
a spiritual and cultural center for 
the more than 320,000 Russians in 
the Bay Area 

In 1958, Father Andrei 
leave of absence from the center 
to spend a year in Europe. During 
this period, he traveled more than 
30,000 miles on research work on 
the Psychology of Communism 

This project was presented 
a thesis and he was awarded a 
Ph.D. from the University of 
Montreal as a result 

Father Andrei was born in Mos- 
cow and spent his first years under 
the Commuriists. Being the son of 
a Russian nobleman, he was exil- 
ed to the Baltie States 

He finished his studies in West- 
ern Europe and at age 21, went 
to Rome to study for the priest- 
hood

Eleven SSC Students in 
Foreign Study Program 


Eleven Sacramento State college students will be study- 
ing in three European countries during the next school year 
as part of the new California State College Overseas Pro- 
gram which was approved early in May by the State College 


Board of Trustees. 


The SSC students will join nearly 100 other students 


from among the 16 California 
State Colleges who have been ap- 
proved for the program. 

The California students will be 
studying at Universities in France, 
Germany, Spain, and Sweden, as 
well as in Taiwan (Formosa), de- 
pending upon their educational 
aims. 

The entire group will leave 
August 31 for Europe where they 
will undertake an intensive two- 
month refresher course in the 
language of the host country 

The overseas students will then 
study in their major fields which 
range from anthropology to 
Spanish literature 


COST TOLD 


Cost of the overseas study pro- 
gram is $1,020 per student plus 
regular state college fees. The 
overseas fee will cover tuition, 
board and room, and language in- 
struction at the host university, 
plus transportation frorn the port 
of entry to the specific university 

Students will also have to pay 
transportation 
at a cost of $450. They will live in 
student residences and take their 
mea! t the student restaurants 


the host university.

The SSC students taking part 
in the first year of the California 
State Colleges Overseas Study 
Program include Kathleen A. 
Bradfield, a sophomore — from 
Sacramento who is majoring in 
anthropology, and who will be go- 
ing to the University of Aix-Mar- 
seille in France. 

Miss Bradfield is the daughter 
of Dr. James M. Bradfield, pro- 
fessor of education at Sacramento 
State.

Berger, a Carmichael junior ma- 
joring in Spanish will study at the 
University of Madrid and is the 
daughter of Dr. Kenneth L. Berg- 
er, head of the Department of 
speech at SSC.
